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| LETTERS TO 
IRISH DANCING 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin, — in a recent issue of the /rish Times 
your contributor, “ Quidnunc,” in his daily 
sprightly notes included two items under the 
respective captions “Irish Dancing” and 

_Inventions.’" I missed these notes at the 
time, but my attention has since then been 
called to them by several friends. 

Having referred to recent decisions of 
District Justice Goff and the newspaper con- 
troversy which ensued therefrom, ‘‘Quidnunc”’ 
ie on to say that these matters prompt 
uum to ask ''whether what are known nowa- 
days as Irish ba dances really have an 
origin earlier than this present twentieth 
century.” Later “Ouidnunc ' refers to an 
unnamed friend, whom he describes thus: ‘‘ A 
distinguished writer of Irish, who is a critic 
as well as a poet and dramatist, and neither 
in his record nor in his outlook is there any- 
thing which might be called antagonistic to 
Gaelic spirit or tradition”; and he then 
relates that this friend declared in his hear- 
ing that these Irish dances, of which he 
writes, ' are the invention of two Irish 
entlemen long resident in London—Mr, Art 
Brien and Mr. J. G. O'Keeffe.” Finishing 
his note '“Ouidnunc ” says: ‘‘ Messrs. O’Brien 
and O'Keeffe wrote a handbook on Irish 
dancing, and to-day 1 have seen a copy of it 
in a bookseller’s window.”’ 

From the above quotations it is clear that 
“ Ouidnunc's ” unnamed informant charges 
my friend and collaborator, the late J. G. 
O'Keeffe, and myself with inventing the 
dances described in our beok and passing 
them off as genuine Irish traditional dances. 
It is also equally clear that ‘* Quidnunc’ 
adopts this charge and lightheartedly pub- 
lishes it to your readers. i 
In your issue of October á0th “ Quidnune 
returns to the same subject—on this occasion 
to intraduce an unnamed correspondent, who 
is reported as saying that, whilst a charge 
of general invention may be too sweeping, 
vet, nevertheless, ''somc of tie dances in 
this hook look suspiciously like new inven- 
tions.”” (N.B.—This correspondent makes a 
number of other statements —mostly incorrect 
—about the book anda the dances, with which 
I may deal at some other time.) 

I willingly accept as accurate the list of 
estimable qualities which  ‘‘Quidnunc, 
hestows on his un-named friend. It is re- 
grettable however, that his friend had not

The book in question, entitled “A Hand- 
book of Irish Dance,’ was first published in 
1902. and is now in its fifth edition. It is 
divided into five principal parts, followed by 
u glossary, and, on the last two pages, a 
record of the ‘‘Sources from which the 
Dances were obtained.” Here, all the dances 
described in Part IV. of the hook are given 
hy title, together with the name and place 
of residence of ‘the person from whom the 
description of the dance was taken, ab also 
the place, in which it was written down 
during its performance, he & 
Thus, Mr. Editor, there is no possible 
excuse, nor reasonable: explanation, for 
anvone who was acquainted with the 
existence of the book (as were ‘‘ Quidnunce’ 
and his two unnamed associates), accusing 
the authors with inventing the dances in 
question. I trust this evidence of his error 
will be sufficient to enable ‘‘Quidnunc”’ to 
make the amende honorable to my friend, 
the late J. (1. O'Keeffe, and mysell. 

The ' Handbook of Irish Dance’’ was pro- 
duced at a time when the practice of the Irish 
dances had almost ceased, when the school 
of old Irish dancing masters was fast dying 
out, and when the Gaelic League was making 
an effort to revive the knowledge and the 
practice of the dances My collaborator and 
] set ourselves the task of recording as many 
of the dances as possible, while there was 
yet an opportunity for such recording. 

Part 1 of the book is devoted to an essay 
on the ‘‘ Origin and History of Irish Dances.”’ 
This essay covers some twenty-five pages. 
One paragraph of it is pertinent here. It 
bears the sub-title, “* Antiquity of Round ani 
Long Dances ‘’—1.e., those dances to which 
‘‘Quidnunc’’ refers as ‘‘ figure dances’ (a 
misnomer), and concerning which he was 
prompted to ask ' whether they have an 
origin earlier than the present tweitieth cen- 
tury.”’ This paragraph will answer that 
query, as also his further query: ‘‘ What, 
may I ask. were the dances taught by danc- 
ing-masters mentioned by Carleton and other 
early Trish novelists?’’ It may also cause 
“ Guidnunc “” to ponder over hi: categorical, 
but not well-informed, statement that ‘* jigs 
and reels, we all know, have been danced 
for generations untoid, but what of those 
combined figures in which scores of dancers 
take part?” ete., etc. The paragraph reads 
as follows :— 

“Antiquity of Round and Tong Dances, With 
the single exception of the hornpipe, about the 
origin of which there is considerable doubt. all the 
evidence that can be adduced on the subject woes 
to show that the Round and Long dances are older 
than the step or single dances, It has heen already 
sugested that the. old Irish Hey is the earliest 
and simplest form of our present’ round dances. 
This theety is supported by historical and tradi- 
fiona! evidence. Vallancey in his '“ Collectapes.” 
dating back to the year 1680, mentions the Rinnce 
Timeio!tl, or Round Danee, being danced by the 
“vulgar Irish,” and Arthur Young, whose work on 
Iréland covers the years 1776 to 1779, mentions 
country dances heing danced everywhere, in addi- 
tion to jigs and reels. Moreover. many of the 
found dances described in detail in Part IV. of 
this book were seen sixty years ago being tauglit 
hy dancing-masters who were then sixty or seventy 
years of age, and generally in places the most 
remote from outside influeuce. certainly from the 
influence of the dancing-master of the old French 
Court. whose mode spread to England, Notwith- 
standing evidence of this character, it has been 
advanced from time to time that the Round dances 
are not Irish dances at all, but English or French 
dances, sumewhat altered in the procéss of years, 
Even if this were the case, no reasonable pefsuil 
would advance it as the sole cause for rejecting 
them any more than he would rejéct from the Iris’) 
language the many Latin words which have crept 
into it since the days of St, Patrick, Apart from 
any question of their origin, they differ to-day in 
so many essentials from any other dances, and 
they have been so long a portion of us, that they 
have surely a claim to be called Irish. But what 
are the grounds on which they are assumed to be 
of foreign origin? It is difficult to say, unless it 
is. because some of them. are danced by four 
couples standing in a circle just as in a set of 
quadrilles, or because there are one or {Wo muve 
ments. of a very subsidiary kind, which bear a 
resemblance to movements in the quadrilles, Many 
of the Irish Round dances are certainly danced by 
four couples*standing in a circle, but what of the 
ather Irish Round dances, in which only tw 
couples dance?

FOR THE BLIND 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sirn,—May I appeal in your pages for what 
I might describe as a little sideline of the 
National Council for the Blind of Ireland? 
The Council have a staff of trained home 
teacheis, who visit the blind in their own 
homes, and teach them to read Braille, make 
baskets, rugs and do other pastime occupa- 
tions. In their work among the 950 blind 
people living in Dublin they naturally often 
come on a case of urgent necessity, where 
a little help might just tide over a crisis 
which would otherwise engulf a family in a 
morass of debt or difficulty. The home 
teachers give a report of their work to a 
visitin committee, and this committee 
decided to try and raise a small special fund 
out of which these *‘ hard luck ” cases could 
be helped. For this purpose I started a 
secondhand dress shop three years ago. We 
asked our friends to give us any garments, 
especially afternoon and evening dresses, 
which they had grown tired of or, mayhap, 
grown out of. They responded’ most 
generously, and our little shop, which is open 
on Tuesdays and Fridays at 11 Molesworth 
street, from 5 p.m. to 7 p.m., did extremely 
well. Its, first season, three years ago, 
brought in over £60. Now, however, | think 
we have tapped and pretty well exhausted 
the hoarded fineries of those in touch with 
our work, and | hope that your readers may 
he interested and do a little private stock- 
taking, bearing in mind the injunctions we 
are daily veceiving about cleaning out 
accumulations from our houses, 
For dresses in good condition we get quite 
good prices, and for those old and out of 
date quite a reasonable sum from people 
who can adapt them to their own needs. 
We are, therefore, asking any of your 
readers who have surplus evening dresses, 
frocks, hats, ete., to send them to me, or

‘Blood-of ferings 


Tn some parts of Ireland, even up to the 
Tast generation, the feast of St.. Martin of 
Tours on November lith was celebrated 

“with what must have been the last sur- 
vival of the ancient bleod-offering. 

On the eve of the feast a bird such as 
a rooster or a goose, or an animal like a 
sheep or a calf. was killed, and the head 
of the house solemniv declared: “I kill 
this in honou- of St. Martin.” The blood 
was then spilled on the thresholds of the 
dwelling-house and the outbuildings in 
Which other. living creatures were 
sheltered. 

Sometimes the act of killing was done 
at the back of the house. and sometimes 
the blood was spilled on the four corners 
of the kitchen—sometimes on every 
Corner, In some parts of the country the 
blood was allowed. to remain on the 
threshold until worn off by rain and wind. 

When an animal was killed it was 
generally a sick beast. In some districts 
a piece was cut out of the animal’s ear, 
or its ear was slit in,tw6 in order to make 
the blood flow. but, = te if the animal] 
recovered, it Was killed 
midnight on the 10th. 

Occasionally part of the bird or animal 
was eaten by the people of the house, and 
in certain cases ‘portions were given as 
cures to sick animals 

In at least a few places it was the 
practice that no mill-wheel or car or cart- 
whee! should be turned on St. Martin’s 
Dav. because it was believed that the saint 
had been martyred by grinding to death 
on a mill-wheel. 

In other places it was believed that the 
Saviour, flving from the'Jews, had turned 
himself on this dav into a grain of wheat, 
and that the Jews were unable to 
distinguish one vrain from another. No 
wheel was to turn lest it should grind the 
sacred grain of the legend. | 


The L aurentic 


The loss of the British merchant cruiser 
Laurentic naturally recalled the sinking 
of the previous vessel of that name off the 
Donegal coast in January, 1917. The old 
Laurentic also was an armed merchant 
cruiser, and it was specially selected for 
the shipment of gold bullion to the value 
of £5,000,000—I notice that the recent 
references say £6,000,000—to New York. 
Off Lough Swilly the vessel struck a mine 
and was lost with half its crew. The 
forty-three tons of gold in 3,211 ingots in 
the Laurentic’s strong-room was the 
largest amount of bullion ever lost at sea. 

The loss of so much gold, just when it 
was needed to finance war purchases in 
America was a serious matter, and the 
British Admiralty decided to put their 
Jeading salvage expert, Commander G. C. 
C. Damant, on the job. 


Diving for Gold 


The Laurentic was soon located. It was 
resting at an angle of 60 degrees in 132 
feet of water in an _ unsheltered spot. 
Diver E. C. Miller was the first man to 
find the strong-room, and within six weeks 


of the sinking of the ship the first gold 


not later than 


was brought to the surface. After getting 
up four boxes—each weighing 140lb.—a 
storm forced the salvage vessel to run for 
storm was died down it was found that 
shelter into Lough Swilly. When the 
the currents had changed conditions at 
the wreck and a great deal of blasting was 
necessary before the gold could be reached 
again. : 


Beíore the winter of 1917 made it neces- 


sary to suspend operations again, gold to 
the value of £800,000 had been recovered. 
In the meantime, the United States had 
entered the war and the recovery of the 
gold was not such an urgent matter. In 
1919 the divers returned and found that 
the wreck had partly collapsed. Drifting 
sands made their work even more difficult, 
and they worked each summer until 1924. 
when all but twenty-five bars of gold had 
been recovered. 

Thus, in one of the world’s greatest 
salvage feats, 99.2 per cent. of the gold— 
valued at £4,960,000—was recovered at a 
cost of only two or three per cent. of the 
value of the bullion. 


Speed in The Air 


There has been much discussion lately 
‘as to whether immense speeds really are 
of any great advantage in the fightin 
aeroplane, but there seems to be genera 
agreement that any machine with a top 
speed of anything less than 300 m.p.h. .s 
not much use. 

It seems a very short time since the last 
Great War, yet how different were the 
machines of 1914-1918! The earliest of 
the Great War ’planes on the British side 
was the B.E. 2c, which had the terrific 
speed in those days of 72 m.p.h. At that 
time over 140 m.p.h. had been reached in 
a motor car, a fact which indicates how 
far progress in the air was lagging behind 
development of the land machine. 

Thé S.E. 5a, one of the Royal Flying 
Corps’ really advanced types, later got up 
to 152 m.p.h., and the Bristol Fighter, 
which was far in advance of any other 
two-seater in the war, did 125 m.p.h. 

The last of the famous Sopwiths to be 
used in the war—the Snipe—reached 121 
m.p.h., but its rate of climb, to 10,000. feet 
in nine and a half minutes, was still 
regarded as a very outstanding achieve- 
ment. 


“The Adding Machine” 


I found on my desk last night a notice 
from that energetic society, the Dublin 
University Players, announcing their next 
production, which is due to open at the 
Peacock Theatre next Tuesday, and I am 
interested to see that the play selected is 
“The Adding Machine,’’ by Elmer Rice— 
one of the first plays produced in Dublin 
by Hilton Edwards and Micheal MacLiam- 
moir in their early days at the Peacock. 

Many. Dublin theatregoers will re- 
member Rice’s ‘“‘ Judgment Day ” anf 
‘* Not for Children,” which have been seen 
in Dublin more recently. So far as I can 
remember, “ The Adding Machine ’’ is in 
rather different style from these two; it 
has been said that in it Elmer Rice, tired 
of melodrama, seeks for the first time to 
get at the elements of true drama. At 
any rate, the play was considered good 
enough to merit production by both the 
London Stage Society and the New York 
Guild. 

Incidentally, Raymond Massey made 

one of his early appearances in a small 
part im the latter production. 
' “ The Adding Machine ” was ‘first pro- 
duced in 1923, but it is an entirely 
modern play in idea and technique, and 
applies just as truly now as it did seven- 
teen years ago. I, for one, will be inte- 
rested to see what success the students 
have with this very ambitious venture; 
but, judging by the high standard of their 
production in the last two years, their 
effort should be very creditable. In any 
case, they deserve support for giving 
Dublin a second opportunity to see one of 
the best American plays outside O'Neill.

MR. HILTON EDWARDS'S 
LECTURE 


———————— 


. ¥ SUGGEST that Dublin is-one of the most 
| theatrically-minded cities in the world, 

in spite of the fact that it has a greater 
number of cinemas for its size than any 
other city that 1 can think of, said Mr. 
Hilton Edwards in the course of a lecture on 
‘“The Gentle Art ot Playgoing’’ at the 
Royal Dublin Society, Ballsbridge, yesterday 
afternoon. ' 

With its small population, he said, Dublin 
succeeds in supporting: a national theatre and 
at least two other resideft companies, as well 
as, in normal times, touring companies from 
abroad. Nowhere else had he met so much 
interest in theatrical matters—lectures, dis- 
cussions, arguments, letters to the apers, 
and every paper, from the large dailies to 
the smallest parochial journal, with its dra- 
its outspoken dramatic 


matic column and 
critic, 
THE AUDIENCES 
Playwrights, performers, and all those con- 
| nected with the production of a play were 


continually subject to the stimulus of sug- 
ponies and criticism—that was as it should 

e. He thought, however, that the all- 
importance of the audience was not sufficiently 
discussed or realised. The audience of to-day 
was quite different from that of . the 
eighteenth century, but there were still large 
numbers of people who did not get the satis- 
faction from the theatre they felt they were 
entitled to; they never seemed satisfied and 
kept on asking ‘‘what is wrong with the 
theatre?” He thought that much of such 
discussion was a pother about nothing ;_ that

there was not as much wrong with the theatre 
as people liked to think, or with the audience 
as actors often thought. The first function 
of the theatre was to entertain—nothing in 
the theatre was devised to appeal to the 
individual, but to an audience, to a mass. 

While Dublin showed the greatest interest 
in the theatre, in no city did there exist a 
less concrete idea of what was good or bad 
acting, what was a good or bad play, or 
what was, in fact, good or bad theatre. 
Everyone seemed to have different opinions. 
There was no doubt, everyone in Dublin 
knew everything about the theatre. There 
was no profession in the world that was ap- 
arently so easy to those who had not to 
Senend on it for their living. 


i THE CRITICS 


As a practical means of giving audiences 
an opportunity of informing themselves fór 
their greater enjoyment he advocated the 
existence of some form of club affiliated to 
a theatre, whieh by means of lectures and 
controlled contact with artists would estab- 
lish understanding. Something also cught to be 
done to make criticism more scientific and 
knowledgeable. or it should be left alone. Plays 
and acting condemned by one critic as bad 
work were applauded by others as superb 
pieces of theatre craft, and he had come to 
the conclusio: from porsonal experience that 
there was no standard of judgment existing 
in theatre matters. other than that of the 
audience as a whole during the actual 
moment of performance. The real danger 
was that criticism in the Press carried with 
it the curious weight and conviction of the 

rinted word. He appealed for really in- 
Egan criticism or a definite price anges 
that criticisms were merely the expression o 
personal opinion. Th: intelligent me 
should refuse to be unduly impressed by the 
magisterial weight of the printed word. 

He knew several critics personally, and 
was aware of.their sincerity and interest, and 
had great respect for much of their know- 
ledge. It was not with these he quarrelled, 
but with the principle of the thing. The fact 
that there were one or two competent men 
did not prevent criticism from being a racket. 
With about two exceptions, or possibly four, 
including England, he found newspaper 
criticism a great waste of time. 


CONTROVERSIAL MATTERS 

Referring to the controversial questions, 
whether dress clothes should be worn in the 
theatre, and whether smoking should be per- 
mitted, he said that undoubtedly dress clothes 
gave a party feeling and gala atmosphere, 
and helped to make an evening in the theatre 
an occasion. The little extra trouble of dress- 
ing was, to his mind, never wasted. Smoking 
in the auditorium, apart from affecting actors 
and visibility, was es in that it 
caused oe “ to cough, and the shattering 
detonation of a cough had often killed the 
meaning of a whole speech. 

Concluding, Mr. Edwards said that com- 
plete appreciation of the theatre could only 
be enjoyed by those who were willing to 
sacrifice their individuality for an hour or so, 
and lose themselves in the participating mass 
of a perfect audience, or, failing their ability 
to do this, to study the theatre intelligently 
and thoroughly. To remain in the no-man’s- 
land between—not to be able to participate 
in the mass reaction of the audience as a 
whole, or not to see a play with the com- 
ba knowledge of the initiate, was to be a 
utile playgoer.

The Welfare Committee of St. John 
Ambulance Brigade announce to-day that the 
annual sale in aid of their department takes 
ba on Saturday next in the Mansion House, 

ublin. 

Under the management of the Committee 
there are in the City of Dublin three dining: 
rooms, at which destitute, expectant or nurs- 
ing mothers, receive free dinners _and 
clothing. <A report, which will be submitted 
at the annual meeting, states that Gan the 
year 77,400 meals were served to 1,096 
women, parcels of oatmeal were issued to 670 


women, and approximately 2,000 parcels of | 


new garments for mothers and infants were 
distributed. In addition Christmas gifts of 
coal and other necessitous commodities were 
brought to homes of deserving recipients. 
On behalf of the Public Health Child Welfare 
Committee, the Committee furthermore dis- 
tributed over 9,000 pints of milk. 

While the Committee receives an annual 
grant of £1,600 from the Public Health De- 
artment of Dublin Corporation this sum 
is entirely insufficient to cover the expendi- 
ture, and substantial sums have to be raised 
from other sources, including the funds of the 
Brigade. For this reason an annual sale has 
to be arranged, yet the Committee finds itself 
confronted with a debit, and in view of con- 
tinuous advances in the cost of goods 
disbursed in the department, they make a 
special appeal for increased support of this 
year’s sale, so that their work will not be 
restricted. Gifts of women’s second-hand 
clothing and footwear and vegetables would 
also help to lighten the burden. '

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| “The Most Haunted Mas 
in England” 


Borley Rectory and its “Ghosts” 


The Most Haunted House in England. Ten 
Years’ Investigation of Borley Rectory. By 
Harry Price. London; Longmans, 10/6 net. 


HIS book, we may say at the outset, 
1s not one for nervous people. It is 
not even a book that should be read late 
at night unless the reader happens to be 
a particularly phlegmatic sort of person. 
Yet the material contained in these pages 
is no melodramatic invention. It is an 
unemotional, almost staid, summary of 
investigations which have been taking 
ova at Borley Rectory, Essex,.during the 
ast ten ‘years into the many strange and 
inexplicable phenomena that have been 
occurring there, 
The author first came to know Borley in 


in capital letters were written 


1929, when, 
scientific investigators of psychic matters, 
he was sent down by a London newspaper 
to spend a few nights there. Those nights 
convinced him that the queer stories about 
Borley were no myth. For ten years (until 
the empty house mysteriously went on fire 
about twelve months ago and was burned 
to the ground) he and his staff of observers 
have -been at work seeking some explana- 
tion of the noises, wall writings, strange 
lights and ghostly figures that appeared 
from time to time, but without any success. 


Corroboration 


It is known that ever since this huge 
house was built about eighty years ago 
there have been strange ‘‘ manifestations,”’ 
which have been seen, felt or heard. by 
every rector who has lived in the plake. 
together with. his wife, children and 
servants; and the list of witnesses to one 
or several of the “ manifestations ’’—given 
at the end of the book—runs to eight 
pages. 

As Mr. Price says in his introduction, 
he has done little more than edit the 
accumulated reports of his observers and 
of various other witnesses, including , the 
Rev. G. E. Smith and the Rev. L. A. 
Foyster, two former rectors of Borley; Sir 
George and Lady Whitehouse, and Dom 
Richard Whitehouse, O.S. B. 

Among thes2 reports we come across some 
curious stories. One night while an 
observer, Mr. Kerr-Pearse, a British pyro- 
consul at Geneva, was having supper in 
the study, the door suddenly locked with 
a ‘“click.’”’”

In 1987 the ecclesiastical 
authorities decided that the place was un- 
suitable for a rector (apart from anything 
else the house was enormous, there was 
poor sanitation. no electric light, and 
servants could not be found who would 
stay in the building), and Mr. Price 
became the new tenant.

Finally, although the house was empty, 
a fire broke out at midnight on February 
27, 1939, and observers say that they saw 
‘‘ strange figures’’ walking in the flames. 
Nothing but a ruin remains, but not long 
ago a passer-by swears that he saw the 
figure of a woman leaning out of a hole 
in the wall that was once the window of 
the Blue Room. 7

But, as we must believe that civilisation 
will endure, every act of faith, every prac- 
tical gesture is important to us. Ten or 
twelve years ago a collected edition of 
Seumas O’Sullivan’s poems was published 
in the U.S.A. But America is a long way 
off, and the need of a similar volume here 
has been apparent for some time. In 
these days, when quantity counts more 
than quality, writers who know the pains 
and difficulties of art must learn to be 
patient and contented with their lot in a 
world of noisy and passing reputations. 
Some of Seumas O’Sullivan’s lyrics have 
acqyiréd fame for themselves; they can 
be heard spoken or sung in B.B.C. pro- 
grammes, and will he found in innumer- 
able anthologies in England and America. 
But for many years the poet has con. 
tented himself with the occasional publica 
tion of small, limited editions, which have 
been quickly exhausted, and much of his 
work is not readily accessible even to those 
who care for Irish poetry. This edition 
solves a problem; for in it will be found 
all that the poet wishes to preserve of his 
work. 3 


Poets anil Publishers 


This excellently printed book is pleasant 
to look at, and the fact that it has been’ 
produced in Ireland is a hopeful sign. 
In the early days of the Irish literary 
revival much of the concentrated vitality 
of the movement was due to the fact that 
the greater number of our poets, play- 
wrights and essayists published their work 
in this country. Synge, Colum, Camp- 
bell, O’Sullivan, John Eglinton, Seamas 
O’Kelly, George Fitzmaurice, and James 
Stephens were published by the firm of 
Maunsel. In fact, that firm might be de- 
scribed as the chief publisher of the moves 
| ment, and the simple, but beautiful, 
tolumes designed by George Roberts set 
a vogue in book production which was 
copied in England and elsewhere. 

With the establishment of self-govern- 
ment, most of this activity has, un- 
fortunately, disappeared. While our 
oliticians squabble and boast in their 
Soeribie way, the novels, poems and plays 
of Irish writers to-day are scattered 
among the catalogues of London publish- 
| ing firms. The shadow of censorship lies 
over our literature, and, although poetry 
has so far escaped proscription, the diit- 
culties of publishing in this country have 
increased during recent years, Last year 
the Orwell Press published a series of 
poems and short stories by Irish writers, 
and this new volume from the same press 
raises our hopes for the future. 


| A Revolutionary Tradition 


| The fact that Irish literature has been 
forced to maintain a poste restante address 
in London and America since we won our 
freedom has had inevitable consequences. 
The development of our poetry during the 
last thirty years is scarcely known to the 
new generation. Graduates of English, 
American, French, German, Japanese 
universities have come to this country to 
study our literary révival. But our own 
two universities have remained in com 
plete silence. Not a single thesis, not a 


and dramatic movement has emanated 
from these institutions of learning. Yet 
the problem which faced Irish poets at 
tke beginning of this century was both 
ambitious and daring. It was to find in 
the verse medium of English a method of 
expressing accurately a way of thought 
which lay outside English poetic tradi- 
tion. In endeavouring to develop a tradi- 
tion of their own, ‘and to create models 
for modern Irish literature, they were, as 
English critics have pointed out, revolu- 
tionary. Long before modern English 
poets had started to get rid of artificial 
diction and to bring back the rhythm of 
living speech, our Irish poets were doine 
so. The natural, rhythm of Irish spaech, 
its lack of strong accentuation wi'l be 
found in the work of Colum, Campbell 
and O’Sullivan. 


Evasive Rhythms 


Developing the musical possibilities of 
this quiet speech with its slow, wavering 
rhythms, Seumas O’Sullivan went fur- 
ther than his contemporaries. In those 
early, well-known pieces, such as ‘‘ The 
Sheep’’ and “ The Twilight People,” tho 
rhythm trembles and passes into silence. 
Having gone to the extreme, so to speak, 
in these idealisations of. the rhythm of 
Irish speech, Seamas O'Sullivan turned 
back in his poems of city life and began 
to mingle this meditative rhythm with 
the little excitable “ runs ”' which quicken 
our speech. The skill with which these 
natural rhythms are combined and trans- 
formed lyrically is shown in the follow 
ing snatch, a period piece :— 
The sunlight shone down on the long road, 
deserted and silent; 
No motor, nor cyclist, nor horseman, nor 
even— 
To trouble its peace—a pedestrian, 
Save only for me, who went silent, 
And a young girl who passed me, demure, 
And as fresh as the Spring and as lovely, 
And daintily stepping. 
And yet as she passed me I swear to you 
somebody coughed. 
No merely civilian, inadequate, meaningless 
cough. 
But a soldier's cough, chesty, profound, 
And female-attention-compelling. 
Yet the road was quite empty 
Save only for me, who went silent, 
And the lovely, demure-stepping maid, 
And the statue of Gough on his horse, 
With his field-marshal’s haton. 
There, in a few lines, humorously tanta- 
lising in their .evasive rhythm, the 
Phenix Park in sunshine, the whole 
history of the British occupation, the 
daring of the young and the regrets of 
the old are all evoked with a masterly 
touch.

The novelist and the 
playwright have a copious and idiomatic 
speech of city and country upon which 
they can draw. But the ease with which 
they have been able to cram dialect 
phrases and humorous sayings into their 
notebooks has not been without danger. 
After more than a generation our 
novelists and playwrights have advanced 
very little since the comicalities of rustic 
and slum speech were discovered. They 
are still, like Lover and Lever, fascinated 
by the externalities of colloquia] speech. 
This vivacious dialect, which in real life 
is used as often as not to conceal rather 
than to reveal thought, interposes itself 
between them and the characters which 
they wish to analyse. As a result, 
their characterisation is too often a form 
of patronage. Fortunately, our poets have 
avoided the pitfalls of dialect and their 
imaginative language is their own. There 
is not a word of dialect in ‘* The Drover,”’ 
by Padraic Colum, or in “‘The Old Age 
Pensioner,’’ by Joseph Campbell Yet such 
is the subtle distillation into simple; words 
in these lyrics that they are as near to us 
as the Irish countryside itself.

Sir,—Once on an hotel stairs Robert Lynd 
bumped (literally) into me, scorching my 
hand with a cigarette. He apologised so 
nicely that 1 was ylad of the burn. That was 
the only occasion on which I had the pleasure 
or privilege even of seeing (not to speak of 
making contact with) an Irish-born man, of 
letters. 

I am told that here in Dublin that 
fraternity are as numerous as our air-raid 
shelters, and that no wandering bomb-aimer 
could possibly miss half-a-dozen with his first 
stick-at-a-venture. 

Though I know them not IT am well 
acquainted with their works and pomps. Since 
1 very little has been. written by native- 
born Irish writers that [ have not seen, read, 
bought, begged, borrowed, stolen, praised or 
cursed according to my lights. 

Using a kind of inverted Pelmanism and a 
mnemonic-system of my own devising, when 
waiting in the rain for our city’s trans- 
port, or on walks by Dodder banks, or 
(Heaven forgive me) during vapid sermons, 
I, as a hobby, recall lines of poetry 
and passages of prose of these Irish literary 
people. And. what pleasure this little mental 
exercise has given me—for | know they have 
given of their best unstintingly. . 

Irish writers and, indeed, all Irish ereative 
artists, invariably put the best that is in 
them into their A. thanks be! 

To-day, after so many years, I can quote 
“The Old Boat,” of that sweet Northern 
singer, Moira O'Neill, as readily as I can de- 
claim my latest acquisition of which | am 
proud: “ You wore a heather jumper then, 
a hat of cloud, and on your feet shoes made 
by craft-gods out of peat.’’ In passing, ma 
I give my opinion—for what 1t may he wort 
—that the work of the writer of these lines (I 
have neither seen nor met him) will be 
quoted, and vital, long after the ram- 
blings, vapourings, or romanticism of Nobel 
prizemen have been long torgotten. 

Like your correspondents, I have been 
hoping for something from our authors in 
lighter literary vein, but I think one or two 
of these correspondents are rather too severe 
by their strictures. If anyone ought to pre- 
serve a sense of proportion it is the amateur 
critic. 

I fully agree that in Ireland. there is a 
humour-vacuum which requires filling. Where 
is the material to fill it? Has the late Rev. 
T. A. Fitzgefald had a successor in the 
humorous-story field? His books (“ Home- 
spun Yarns,” ‘“‘ Fitz and Starts,’’ ‘‘ A Good 

hird,” ‘‘ Four-in-Hand,’ “The Five of 
Trumps ”) contain countless little gems of 
wit and humour—e.g., hearing an Indian 
(ex-Trinity, most likely) in Mandalay or 
Malabar or somewhere sighing: “ Oh, for a 
sniff or a whiff of the Liffey or the sound of 
a tin-whistle in the Coombe! ”’ 

Irish writers of the humorous are very few. 
Most people would not style Robert Lynd a 
humorist in the accepted sense. Í would. 
With the delicate touch and exquisite sense 
of detail of a confection-maestro producing 
one of his three-tier masterpieces, Lynd, 
peerless essayist, blends his ingredients. But 
then Lynd incorporates in his work every- 
thing worth while. Shy, innocuous, humorous 
digs at foibles of the day are woven into 
his material to produce the balanced blend 
and colouring of perfect harmony. 

Contrary to your correspondent Mr. 
Malone’s belief, women of Ivish birth and 
blood can write humorously. One, Mona 
Moore, some years ago eontributed a 
sparkling column of notes to a chain of 
American papers. Someone said to me: “III 
bet she’s a Jewess really.”’ He was wrong 
in his guess—Mona was Irish through and 
through. And what about Nina Condron, 
Mr. Malone? 

It is true we have no humour-writer of the 
calibre of Thurber, Phipps, J. B. Morton, 
Maurice Lane-Norcott, Nathaniel Gubbins, or 


| of D. B. Wyndham-Lewis (‘‘ Timothy Shy ’’), 


who is, I understand, a Welshman, and, 
therefore, a Celt of the blood. But there 
are writers of Irish birth or of Irish extrac- 
tion, such as Denis Dunn, Michael P, 
Lambert, Harry J. Conroy, Elmer Connors, 
and others whose columns are the “ real 
stuff’’ of laughter, but, judging by the 
examples of their work that I have, or have 
read, they are more concerned with cross- 
Channel and American literary ventures and 
styles than they are with reviving the 


| decaying humour of their own country.

A GRIM chase along a North City 

avenue yesterday by military 
and police, in the course of which 
shots were fired at the Civic Guards,

The men are held in custody at the 
Bridewell. It is stated that a parcel 
containing arms and ammunition was 
found in their possession. 

The chase was the sequel to a car crash 
at llome Farm road, where a high-powered 
Ford, the property of a city taxi service, 
swiigiig apparentiy fron Drumcondra road, 
Whitehall, dashed into an electric tram stan- 
dard on the right-hand side of Home Farm 
road, snapping the standard and buried its 
radiator m the metal base, which 
wrenched sideways in the ground. When news 
of the accident reached Whitehall Civic Guard 
Stutron immediate inquiries led to a search 
for two men who had left the car and pro- 
ceeded towards Griffith avenue. 

SHOTS FIRED 

Two Civic Guards, mounted on bicycles, saw 
the men making their’ way swiftly along the 
avenue towards the intersecting Calderwood 
avenue, and they tmmediately gave chase. 
When they closed up, the men, sensing the 
pursuit, began to run. The policemen threw 
down their bicycles as one of the pursued men 
turned, produced a revolver and fired at them, 
the bullet whining up the avenue. In spite 
of this «unexpected development, however, 
the police continued to close, and one of the 
men fired another shot, which smashed into 
the hall of 130 Griffith avenue. Momentarily 
the chase was checked, but taking cover on 
the off side of a motor car, which slowed up 
to enable them to keep pace with it, the 
policemen maintained the pursuit. 


MILITARY AID 


A very difficult situation for the Civic 
Guards was, fortunately, resolved in their 
favour by the appearance of a fully-laden 
military lorry approaching from the Marmo 
end of the avenue. The driver of the lorry, 
correctly interpreting a signal from the police, 
brought his vehicle to a standstill close to the 
pursued men, and the soldiers, pouring out 
on the road, unhesitatingly, caught the men.

Mrs. Murphy had just left the kitchen, 
walked: along the hall in the direct path of 
the bullet, reaching the stairway as the shot 
was fired. 

“ Had I remained standing at the kitchen 
table for another half-minute.’’ she told an 
Irish Times reporter. “I would have been 
struck on the head, the police told me. After 
the second shot was fired I ran up the stairs 
and, looking out of the window, I saw the police 
running along beside a slowly-driven private 
car. Then the soldiers came up, jumped out 
of the lorry, and in a moment two men were | 
on their backs on the roadway with soldiers 
all over them. They took the men away, 
still struggling, in the lorry.”

The Greek forces have improved their for- 
ward positions in the Pindus (Central) and 
Koritza (Eastern) sectors of the front, 
according to the latest reports of the fighting 
received here, Slight local advances are 
claimed in these areas. At the same time, 
the artillery duel continues along the entire 
front line. Unconfirmed rumours reaching 
Athens to-day stated that the Italian Com- 
mander in Albania has been replaced 
Marshal Badoglio, Chief of the Italiay 
General Staff, who was called in to re-plan 
the Abyssinian campaign at the end of 1935, 
when it was making slow progress, and 
smashed his way to Addis Ababa within 
three months. 

According to an Asseciated Press message 
from Athens, the _ Italians were stated to 
have been thrown back on both the centre 
and extreme right sectors, where the Greeks 
pushed into Albanian territory. The gains 
registered by the right wing, in the neigh- 
hourhood! of Lake Prespa, were said to be 
small, but the advance in. the centre was 
described as “ important.”’ 


GREEK SUCCESSES 


A large ‘number of Italians, says the 
‘Ynessuge, were encircled in the centre sector 
several days ago, and now the Greeks are 
beginning a process of cleaning up. Artillery 
was described as active over the entire front, 
and the fighting was fairly heavy. Every- 
where the Greeks appeared to be operating 
according fo well-laid plans, and there were 
no breakdOWns in the communication or 
supply systems. | 

Persistent reports circulating in American

Having enumerated the organisation of the 
Polish, Czech, ‘Dutch, Igians ~§= and 
Norwegian forces in England, 7'he Times 
continues :—This valiant band of freemen 
bids fair to become an international ‘Army, 
whose material and spiritual strength must 
in the end be ‘irresistible—and with them are 
now alliéd and gallant Greeks, traditional 
protagonists of human freedom.

The following announcement was made on 
the German Radio after the 7 p.m. bulletin: 
‘The Fuehrer to-day addressed old party 
members in the Loewenbraeu Cellar in 
Munich, Owing to the early closing down of 
many German stations a record of the speech 
will be broadcast to-morrow. 

Herr Hitler made a speech from the 
rostrum. As he rose a great silence fell 
over the packed hall, simply decorated with 
flags and the Swastika. Near the rostrum 
places were reserved for Rosenberg, Schwarz, 
Henlein and Himmler. with the Adolf Hitler 
Storm Troops on the left 

After drawing a picture of the misery, dis- 
honour, dissension and despair of the former 
Germany, Herr Hitler emphasised the ‘* hard 
but beautiful ” years of struggle and sacrifice 
which followed. He described the battle 
against the Jews, who, he said, have to-day 
been barished from Germany once and for 
all, and the great events of present times. 
His speech was repeatedly interrupted by 
vociferous cheers. 


TILL VICTORY 


With sarcasm he referred to the “ pre- 
dictions and forecasts of the enemy,” which, 
he said, had all miscarried or are in the 
process, of miscarrying. He explained the 
meaning of the struggle for Germany s 
freedom and honour, her future and her right 
to live. In a few sentences he recalled the 
sweeping military events of the last twelve 
months, and spoke approvingly of the dis- 
cipline and bearing of the German home 
front. 

The hall resounded with loud cheers and 
shouts of “ Heil,’’ when the Fuehrer gave the 
lie to ‘* Britain’s campaign of illusion and 
her false conclusions by hard facts,’’ says the 
official German News Agency in its report of 
the speech. 

“The whole passion of his soul revealed 
itself,’’ it adds, ‘‘as he explained to his 
followers that the struggle will go on until 
the German people achieve victory... At 
these words the Old Guard jumped to their 
feet and broke into prolonged cheers. 

Herr Hitler then referred. to the inner 
strength and unity of the German nation, the 
unparalleled striking power of the German 
forces, and the absolute certainty of victory 
which inspires the Supreme Command. 

“ The Old Guard hung on his words with 
great attention and approval,’’ the official 
German News Agency adds, '“ when he con- 
demned the night attacks of the British Air 
Force against the German civilian popula- 
tion, and spoke of the unrelenting reprisals 
which, when Germany’s great patience was 
at last exhausted, have now for weeks been 
carried out against military objectives in 
Britain. . 

“The Fuehrer.’’ concludes the Agency, 
proclaimed the will to victory of the German 
people, and spoke of their unshakable faith 
and confidence in his leadership.” 

He spoke for more than an hour. 


GERMANY OF 1914 


The Germany of 1914, he said, was a Jand 
of democrats, but, above all, it was a land of 
peace. | 

“Peace was so urgently desired that at a 

time when other countries were arming 
against Germany every opportunity that 
might prove favourable to us in the unavoid- 
able combat was allowed to slip by. I am 
no critic of those days, although | might be. 
for 1 have, as, perhaps, no other man in his- 
tory has done, drawn my lessons from the 
ast. Even then England was our enemy. 
Vhen I say England I know full well that 
people and the adie are not one and tine 
same thing there. A small clique of inter- 
national democrats, Jews and plutocrats rule 
that land, and this clique even then incited 
war. They were the same then as they are 
to-day. ! 

'“ Even then the British war-mongers suc- 
ceeded in mobilising the world against Ger- 
many. Thus came about the war which Ger- 
many did not want. As a former soldier of 
the World War, and to-day as Supreme Com- 


| mander of the German armed forces, I can 


say that they would not then have -conguered 
Germany if their Allies in our midst had not 
broken us.” ; 


‘* AMERICAN CONJURER ”’ 


An American conjurer was needed to find 
the formula by which the word of honour of 
a foreign President had deceived the trusting 
‘ierman people. They received the reward 
for their trust. The former victors have not 
kept one of their promises. The greatest 
breach of faith of all times had begun. 

Herr Hitler then described the period of 
suffering, misery, and despair for the Ger- 
mans which followed the last war, and the 
beginning of his own struggle. 

“It was a hard struggle against the Jews 
in our midst, who seemed to be almost all 
powerful,” he said. 

“What that meant is clear to anvone who 
is born to-day. Future generations will know 
nothing of it. The all-powerful Jewry at 
that time declared war upon us. You know 
that I have always been of the opinion that 
there has never been a people more stupid 
than the Jews; yet none has been more un- 
scrupulous and dishonest. 

“ Germany began to flourish in 1933, but 
in proportion as Germany rose the envy of 
those men who had once before drawn Ger- 
many into war increased. Messrs. Churchill 
and company immediately began their 
inciting. 


DEMOCRACY 


“What does democracy or the Authori- 
tarian State mean to those international 
hyenas? It does not interest them at all. 
They are interested only in one thing. Is 
anyone prepared to allow himself to be 
robbed? If a democracy is stupid enough 
to accept: such a state of things, well and 
good. If we as a so-called Authoritarian 


State, who differ from a democracy in that 


we have the support of the masses, had lived 
up to the expectations of international 
plutocrats by acceptyng the sacrifices which 
they wanted to impose upon us, then, of 
course, it would have been said that there 
was at last a reasonable régime in Germany. 

Herr Hitler déclared that. when he took over 
power he was prepared to make peace. 'I 
was prepared to disarm,” he said... ‘‘ Had the 
British agreed to that—well and good; but 
they did not agree—well] and good again.

“THE WILL {BOMBS RAINED ON 


THE RUHR 
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Four Hours’ Raid 


By Large Force 


ARMAMENT WORKS 
LEFT BLAZING 


———— 


FOR more than four hours on 
Thursday night sheds and ade 
ministrative buildings in’ the Ruhr, 
including Krupp’s factory, were con- 
sistently attacked by successive units 
of a great mixed force of medium and 
heavy bombers, according to the 
British Air Ministry's News Service 
last night. 


TOWERS OF FLAME 


Many tons of high explosives, including 
some of the heaviest calibre bombs yet carried 
into Germany, and thousands of fire bombs 
were rained down on one of Germany s largest 
armament factories, the vast expanse of which 
was quickly reduced to one huge sheet of fire, 
the report states. Buildings glowed at white 
heat and flames towered hundreds of feet into 
the sky. 

The attack on this target began shortly 
after 8 p.m., under favourable weather condi- 
tions and with visibility extending up to 10 
miles. The huge factory could not be inis- 
taken, and every bomb dropped from the air- 
craft in the first wave of the attack found its 
mark within the boundaries of the works. 
Buildmgs were struck and fires erupted from 
all parts of the target area. Irom three great 
explosions huge fires broke out and flames 
reared up to a great height, died down, and 
then leapt up again with redoubled intensity. 


SEEN 60 MILES AWAY 


Other bombers following close behind the 
leaders aimed for the chain of fires already 
blazing on the target ahead of them. ‘heir 
high explosive bombs, straddling the works 
from end to end, burst in vivid, multi-coloured 
explosions to add to the growing havoc. Then 
came their hundreds of fire bombs, and with- 
in a few moments the whole of the factory 
area had become a mass of, raging flames, 
which could be seen from “sixty miles away. 

One after the other in long procession 
following sorties came in to unload bombs 
on the blazing targets. Within fifty minutes 
of the start of the attack direct hits had been 
scored on many of the main buildings, and 
long lines of fires were still raging. Explo- 
sions within factory buildings followed close 
on the flash of bursting bombs, and at one 
period of the attack explosions could be seen 
continuously occurring for fully three-quarters 
of an hour. 


TWO MILES OF FIRE 


While the Ruhr raid was in progress 
another strong force of bombers launched a 
large-scale attack on the important synthetic 
oil plants of the Union Rheilesche Braun- 
kohlet at Wesserling, near Cologne.  Visi- 
bility was good, and, attacking by the hight 
of the moon in a cloudless sky, the raiders 
bombed the refinery for more than two hours, 
starting numerous fires and causing wide- 
spread damage to works and buildings. 

Incendiary bombs showered down from one 
aircraft set alight an area estimated at two 
miles in length by a mile wide, the fires 
throwing off huge clouds of acrid black 
smoke. Later many separate fires merged 
into one great blaze, which could be seen by 
the crews of aircraft a hundred miles away. 


STEEL WORKS ATTACKED 


At Dusseldorf a large steel works and its 
adjoining blast furnaces were heavily bombed 
by relays of aircraft. Fires started by 
incendiary and high explosive bombs were 
followed by secondary explosions within the 
steel works, where extensive damage is 
believed to have been caused to plant and 
building. Other bombers, prevented by low 
cloud and bad visibility from reaching their 
primary objective, attacked an oil refinery 
at Gelsenkirchen and the canal locks at 
Rheine Herne, bombed wharves and docks at 
the inland port of Duisberg Ruhort, and 
started a large fire in a steel works at Ber- 
hausen. 

A number of aerodromes in Germany and 
the occupied territories were also attacked in 
the course of the night’s operations. In 
several cases fires were seen to break out 
after the bombing. and in an, attack on one 
aerodrome in French-occupied territory a stick 
of high explosive bombs burst along the 
centre of a flare path as an aircraft was 
taking off. Another machine which was 
circling the aerodrome was attacked by 
machine-gun fire at short range. 

The docks and harbours at L’Orient, Le 
Havre and Dunkirk were also revisited, 
bombs being dropped on shipping concentra- 
tions and harbour installations. L’Orient was 
twice attacked. In the second raid, which 
took place shortly after midnight, search- 
light batteries in the harbour were bombed, 
and a direct hit scored on a shipyard near the 
Pont de Caudan.

fhe company, stated that Mr. P, J. Egan, 
amore, was Chairman of the Board of 
Pre-tors, the others, exclusive of the accused 
goen, being Messrs. Samuel McCrum, Ralph 
Ha!.iday and Liam Devlin, all of Dublin. Mr. 
Chapman, his wife and Mr. Town were also 
cirectors of a similar concern in Leicester, 
Mugland, and it traded under the name of L. 
Jordan, Ltd., the same as the Ennis company, 


which last year paid 10 per cent. on all its. 


soares. 

In September, 1940, Mr. Chapman handed 
him three invoices for the Leicester company 
sicned by 1. Town, told him to keep them 
for a time and then put them through the 
“goods invoice book.” He did so, and sub- 
sequently issued a cheque for £1,895, which 
was signed by Mr. Chapman, and counter- 
signed by himself (witness). This cheque was 
debited to the office account on the Sth 
October, but the goods to which the invoices 
referred had never been ordered by the Ennis 


factory and had never been received up to |’ 


the present. 


AN ESTIMATE OF PROFIT 

Prior to the invoices being put through, he 
had had a conversation with Mr. Chapman, 
who had asked him to give a rough idea of 
how the company stood. He estimated a 
gross profit of £29,000 on a gross turnover 
of £104,000. Mr. Chapman, however, esti- 
mated that the profit would be more, and said, 
“I will get you invoices for about £10,000 or 
£11,000 in value, as we have to look ahead. 
The position to-day might be very rosy for 
us, but it is necessary to consider the future.”’ 
Mr. Chapman added that he wanted to see 
everybody employed, ,but that if the war. 
finished there might be a slump, and things 
would be bad for them. Mr. Chapman also 
said that the best way to do it would be to 
lodge the money to another account in 
England. 

The witness said that he did not under- 
stand the position at all, and Mr. Chapman 
explained that he would pay out of this 
account: several things in connection with the 
Ennis factory. 

“ Did you fall for that?” asked prosecuting 
ecunse!, 

The witness replied that he did not fall 
for it, because hg could not understand the 
position. Mr. Chapman had his own idea of 
doing things, did them his own way, and had 
been very successful. Mr. Chapman told 
him that he would be getting further invoices 
from Malcolm Ross and Sons, Manchester, 
and that they were to be sent on to Leicester 
to be dealt with: 

In regard to six other invoices received 
from L. Jordan, Ltd., Leicester, the same 
procedure had been followed as in the case 
of the three already referred to, but a cheque 
for £3,938 in payment of the account had 
heen ‘stopped by the authorities. No goods 
had been received in respect of these invoices, 
which had heen signed ‘‘T. Town,” whose 
signature witness identified. 

' The witness also gave evidence about a 
number of other invoices and documents. 

After several employés of the Ennis com- 
pany had been examined, the further hearing 
was adjourned to next Thursday, the accused 
men being allowed to remain on bail. 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C. (instructed by 
Mr. M. J. Walshe, State Solicitor) prose- 
cuted. Mr. G. Kenny, barrister-at-law (in- 
structed by Mr. E. Monahan) appeared for 
the accused men.

A GERMAN High Command 

announcement in Berlin yester- 
day claimed that ‘‘Surface units of 
the German Navy engaged in the 
economic war in the Atlantic have 
completely destroyed a ritish 
convoy. 


86.000 TONS: LOST 


According to the official German News 
Agency, the convoy is stated to have been 
on the most important British trade route in 
the North Atlantic. 

The announcement adds: 86,000 tons of 
enemy merchant shipping were sunk by the 
German force at one blow. 

The Press Association says: Mackay Radio, 
according to a New York message, inter- 
cepted messages on Tuesday saying that the 
British liner, Rangitiki (16,698 tons), afd a 
freighter, the 4,952-ton Cornish City, of Bide- 
ford, were being shelled. Both ships were 
reported to be in distress in about the same 
general area—approximately 1,000 miles east 
of Newfoundland. 

A later report from Portishead stated that 
‘‘the convoy is still being leisurely attacked.”’ 
The Rangitiki has recently been engaged in 
carrying refugee children abroad. 

There was no confirmation in London yes- 
terday of the German claim to have sunk a 
whole convoy of 86,000 tons of shipping in 
the North Atlantic. 

It may be pointed out, however, writes a 
Press Association Naval Correspondent, that 
it would be almost impossible for one raider 
to sink a whole convoy of vessels, which, 
immediately it was: attacked, would disperse, 
and the raider would be quite unable to keep 
contact with every unit of the . convoy. 
Furthermore, American wireless reports to 
the effect that ships were being attacked in 
the Atlantic suggest that the engagement 
might have taken place when only a few 
hours of daylight remained. In these circum- 
stances, to have sunk each 2g! in turn after 
they had scattered during the hours of dark- 
ness, would be an almost insuperable task. 


THE ALLEGED RAIDER 


Nor is there at the moment in London in- 
formation regarding the presence of a German 
raider in the North Atlantic. There have, 
however, been reports of German merchant 
ships endeavouring to slip out of neutral 

orts, and it is suggested that they may have 
pte trying to take supplies and fuel to a 
German naval vessel. Speculation, therefore, 
as to the identity of the alleged raider is 
rather pointless. If, in fact, a German battle- 
ship has succeeded in reaching the Atlantic, 


the pocket battleships, or it might be an 
armed merchant ship. 

It is obvious that the Germans are in- 
creasing their efforts to interfere with British 
seaborne supplies, and that they are using 
French ports on the Atlantic coast for U-boat 
bases. 


ITALIAN SUBMARINES 


There are no indications that Germany is 
sending any large numbers of new submarines 
to sea, although it is possible that a few 
Italian submarines may be operating in the 
Atlantic. 

It will be recalled that it was announced 
this week that a number of Italian naval 
ratings who formed part of the crew of a 
submarine are now prisoners of war in 
Britain. 

As the Prime Minister pointed out in his 
last speech in the House of Commons, the 
fact that in the present conflict British hunt- 
ing craft are barred from the use of Eire 
ports is a very serious matter. But Mr. de 
Valera’s statement in the Dail appears to hold 
out little hope that in return for the safe- 
guards which the British Navy offers to 
Hire’s shipping these ports will be made 
available to the British Navy.

The people would want to know in times of 
emergency where they could get into touch 
with those running such emergency aids, 
and the rish councils would, no doubt, 
have the best men available to conduct the 
different operations and to ensure their 
smooth working during a possible emergency. 
Apart from the sudden disasters which 
might come upon any place, and the dangers 
inevitable in a state of war, there was the 
uestion of food and fuel supplies. People 
should buy as much as they could, and from 
the nearest and most convenient shopkeepers, 
and all who could should keep as large a 
reserve of those goods as possible.

He told his: Press conference 
that he had established a. rule-of-thuyab 
pm; whereby Britain and Canada would 

e supplied with 50 per cent. of American 
defence items now coming off the factory 
lines. These would include large bombers 
and other things needed both here and 
abroad. 

The President said the United States was 
now selling Britain about 45 per cent. of new 
American production, and retaining about 
55 per cent. Although he made it plain 
‘that there would be exceptions to the rule, 
the President said that, generally speaking, 
‘Britain would get half of the needed muni- 
‘tions and ‘other armaments, including large 
bombers, now coming off the assembly line. 
For a while, President Roosevelt said, the 
United States might} need more than 50 per 
cent. of some items and less in others. 

President Roosevelt also revealed that 
American and Mexican Army officers had 
carried on conversations i 
defence, similar to those carried on. with 
other Latin-American countries.

BUILDERS’ SUGGESTION

The need for a scheme of housing finance 
to enable people to purchase their homes was 
advocated by Mr. Kdward Kearon, address- 
ing the halt-yearly general meeting of the 
Dublin District House Builders’ Association 
on Thursday.

Ten.per 
cent. of* the members had _ ceased to 
operate owing to the difficulty of selling small 
houses. He suggested that the Government 
and themselves should give attention to the 
fact that if they had no “employment for 
their workers when: the: ‘war ended, the 
workers would leava to help in the rebuilding 
of other countries. ‘They could not afford to 
allow their skilled workers to go away when 
so much had yet-to be done for the housing 
of the people. 

After stating that they were anxiously 
waiting for the report of the Housing Com- 
mission, Mr. Kearon said that in peace or 
war house purchase finance was necessary to 
enable. the industry to function on the scale 
that was desirable. They looked forward to 
the day when every citizen who was able and 
willing’ to pay some of the cost of his house 
would be able to have one. Ten per cent. 
of the purchase price, backed by the Asso- 
ciation’s proposed guarantee fund, would pro- 
vide thousands of houses ‘in more settled 
times. :

To-day the supplies, which came from 
America, cost £36 per ton. The ordinary 
capital of the concern was never intended to 
meet such a situation, 

Capital expenditure amounted to £28,000. 
After examination by foreign experts ey 


was placed on order. Twenty-six thousand 
pounds’ worth was delivered and erected 
during the past year, and it was difficult to 
say when they would be able to secure the 
balance, As a result of the additional 
machinery the weekly output had been in- 
creased from 130 tons to 180 tons. Unfortuna-

In the course of her evidence, Mrs. Browne 
deposed that the £4,000 referred to in the 
plaintiffs’ claim was her money, and that 
Anna Orr had “‘insisted on” her taking it 
to America as there had been talk of war.
